A Soviet sumunition depot was in the area of tye former “aldeslyst brass 
plant near Uberswalde on 25 and 26 March 1950, Peer. were four ‘récon~ 
ditioned brick buildings and fourteen cantonuent bulidings, the latter 
on the western side of the depot. Tanks were allegedly stored in two 
bulidings, partially constructed of stone, south of the cantonment 
buildings, and in one large storage shed. Two tanks in tne shed were 
seen throush an open door. A 600 x 200-meter area on the western side of 
the depot was recently cleared of timber. Only a few soldiers wearing 
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red~bordered black epaulets, sone with tank insignia, were seen at the 
dépot entrance. Two empty trucks left the

A Soviet fuel depot was in the former Gisenspalterei chemical plant,

Dally loading and unloading activities were observed at the elevators of 
the large Soviet ration supply depot in Erfurt-—Marbach from late March to 
mid-May 1950. Three to elght boxcars per day were at the loading platforms 
of the eievators. Larse boxes were unloaded fran two railroad boxcars at 
elevator No 3, and two boxcars at elevator No 4, on 23 Mareh 1950. ‘ruck 
was loaded with sacks and boxes, Six loaded boxcars left for 
an undetermined destination on 2@ Maren 1950, Truck[___—__—sdJwas loaded 
en l2 April 1°50. The numbers of other trucks parked in the depot could not 
be seen. Trucks ere loaded with boxes and cartoons 
on 3 May 1950. Three boxcars were loaded with gsacks at elevators No 1 and 
2. Eight to 10 trucks were loaded on 10 May 1950. Several boxcars were 
loaded at the warehouses on 10 May 1950, Most of the loading and unload— 
ing work was done by. civilians. Soldiers with tne vehicles seldan assisted. 
The number of boxcars in the depot seaned to have increased greatly since 
mid~April 1950, but the veiume of motor traffic renained constant.

A Soviet ammunition depot, about <50 meters square, was southeast of 
the Nassenheide (N 53/2 GE) railroad station on 14 April 1950. ‘he 
watehtowers of tac depot were occuried by young soidiers. our wooden 
sheds, each about 20 seters long, were on the northeri side of the 
depot, These sheds housed the guard detalii of about 60 sien, who wore 
red-bordered black epaulets, some with artillery insignia. Two double 
one-story brick bulidings were in the southern section of the depot. 
‘they wore each about 40 x 16 meters, Several earth bunkers were in the 
middle of the insteilation. Both old and fresh motor vehicle tracks 
were on the road, but there was no traffic, snd tocre was only linited 
activity in the depot on the day of observation. (13)

LE, A Soviet amy ordnance depot was in“large storage area in Schoenebeck, 
near the Elbe River, between 29 April and 14 May 1950. This amy

comianded by higneranking officers, usually generals, frequently came fron 
Potsdam. 


1$, Major Zaluanov (fnu) was in charge of tnis ordnance depot. lis deputy 
was Captain Viadimirov (fnu). All departments were supervised by CGap~ 
tain Dukanieh (fau). First Lieutenant Konstantinov (inu) was politi~ 
cal officer and was in charge of training BM. 


20, Seven six-story concrete buildings, 50% <5anetem, were in the storaje 
area. lquipment of all types was stored in every room in these build- 
ings, All buiidings were filled to capacity. The following details 
were observed:. 


a, Used clothing and equipment, sane of it in need or repair, and 

some of it comoletely unserviceable, was stored in buildings 
No 1 through 4. (6) Maintenance equipment, aarnesses, tents, 
and bed clothes, all in need of repair or unserviceable, were 
stored in building No 4. Unserviceable items were segregated 
and turned ove. to the salvage department, the remainder went 
to technical repair shops. Radio sets, musical instruments 
and Soviet books, for use in troop libraries, were stored in 
Building No 5, 


b. New clothing and Linen, made by German firms of material sup- 
plied by the Soviets fLlled Building No 6 to capacity, Ten 
thousand coats, which had to be fitted with collar patches and 
epaulets, allegedly conprised one-fourth of all coats in stock. 
Fabric for uniforms and civilian clothing, as well as under-~ 
wear for fenale personnel, was stored in Building No 6, 


c, There was a very large leather magagine in the basement of build- 
ing No 7, Gotton thread was stared on the first floor. ‘This 
included eight piles of 100 sacks, each filled with 1,000 
spools of thread. German bicycles were al..o stored on tue first 
floor, The bicycle stock fluctuates constantly, because of 
incoming and outgoing shipments. One thousand bicycics arrived 
in September 1549. Other supplies stored on tne first floor 
included about 60 sewing machines for distribution to units and 
repair shops, 200 tyvewriters, 60 calculating machines, various 
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office appliances, and working material for shoemaker 

and tallor shops. Sight, 12, 16, 20, 40, and &0-men tents, 
as well as tappauiins for tents, trucks, and railroad cars 
are stored on the second floor of Suilding No 7, steel 
helmets onthe third floor, small iron zarts of every type 
on the fourth floor, window <lass and dry dyes on the fifth 
floor, and field bags and ration sacks on the sixth floor. 


-d, The stock was replenished from freight trains which arrived 
every six to eight weeks, allegedly fran the U.G.G.n. The 
latest train, which arrived on 3 May 1956, consisted of 16 
boxcars and carried new equipment, most of whici consisted 
ef boo.s and shoes, CGantain Duknich was train coimnander. 
This officer was also in charge of*train of 22 boxcars, 
which left for an undetermined destination on 10 May 1950. 


e, The denot was starfed by about 60 Soviet soldiers, It in- 


cluded a headquarters consisting of six officers and 19 ua,

The former German Amy Arnstadt-Rudisleben amnunition depot, 3 km NNE 
of Arnstadt. The previous assumption that this Soviet ammunition 


“epet was abandoned is confirmed by this information, 


Probably the medium-size depot installed in the buisdings of the 
former Kurland AG at the Dallvow-Deeberitz railrad station. Amuni- 
tion from this depot goes to the Klstal and Staaken airfields and to 
army units stationed in the vicinity. The motor vehicles belony to 
the lst Mecz Div of the Second Gds Meca Army. 

The haideslust anmunition depot is known as a large Soviet depot. The 
area recently cleared may indicate an extension of this i 


This fuel dapot is a tary post installation which presumably belongs 
to the Fourth Gds Mecz army, The extensive installations of the former 
Elsenspaltere] factory are used for the storage of various supplies, 
including fuel, clothing and rations. The motor vehicles belong to units 
of the Fourth Gds Mecz Army, including HQ Fourth Gde Mecg Amy, 6th Gds 
Mecz Div, the ? AAA Div of the Fourth Gds Mecz Army. 

The Kupferhammer depot was not previously reported but probably belongs 
to the Gisenspalterei depot area, which it borders on the northeastern 
edge, The depot in the woods between kberswalde and the Finow airfield 
is unknown and cannot be identified, It may be a Finow airfiéld instal- 
lation, thus having only locel importance, 

The extensive ration supply depot on the northwestern outskirts of Erfurte 
iarbach, the superior headquarters of which is eiSher the fighth Gds Army 
or possibly the Group of Occupation forces Germany, is confirmed by this 
information. The trucks belong to headquarters units of the highth Uds 
Army, Hq XXIX Gds Rifle Corps and SCO. See Annexes 1 and 2 for sketches 
of this installation. 

Previous contradictory information on this ammunition depot has been 
clarified, The reconstruction of tiis former German installation, only 
part of which was destroyed, has been started. Further inforaation is 
required on whether it is actually in operation. 
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(2) From the intensified security measures it may be inferred tiat this 
anmunition depot has been reconstruct d during recent months and again 
placed in operation, the truck belonys to an air force unit. 

($) Hohenleipisch is a Large anmunition depot of the Group of Uccupation 
Forces Germany. Rail traffic to and Irom this depot is very neavy. 
Most outgoing shipments went to Jueterboy and “ulkow. 

(10) Not previously reported. Apparently former air raid bunker used as an 
organizational ammunition installation and vwitn only local importance, 
See Annex 4 for sketch of this depot. 

(11) The information about this depot for captured weapons, on tne south 
eastern edge of the sierseburg airfield, confirms numerous other reports 
and gives additional details. See Annex 5 for sketch of this depot, 

(12) The Muellrose tank spare parts depot is a branch of tne 123rd Tank 
Repair Shop of the Group of Occupation forces Geniany. The wain depot 


and the repair shoo are in Kirchmoeser, A repair shop was believed to 
be in Muellrose, buttais apparently is not the case, a 
belong to the Group of Occupation Forces Germany and tne i Gds Mecz

(13) The Nassenheide amuunition depot seems to be a amell installation whih 
contains infantry ammunition. This depot, which was last reported in 
October 1949, is confirmed by this information, See Annex 6 for sketch 
of depot. 

(14) This installatisn is an anmsunition depot and presumably belongs to the 
Ty Arty Corps. The truck belongs to headquarters units o/ the LXXIX 
fifle Corps of the Third Shock Amy. 

(15) The supply installation in the fomer Geman Army ordnance office near 
Schoenebeck-Frohse was previously reported, but was considered to be a 
ration supply depot, but according to this detailed information, this 
installation aprarently is an extensive mixed depot for clothing, 
items of ecuipment, ouartering supplies, etc. Superior headquarters is 
either the Tiird Shock Army or tne Group of Occupation “orces Germany.
